1 have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1964,  prepared  in 
accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1 /65. 

1 am  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  Borough  has 
remained  satisfactory  and  there  were  very  few  Infectious 
Diseases  notified  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

As  mentioned  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1 963  the  Officers 
of  the  Department  have  continued  to  be  involved  in  pro- 
blems concerning  old  people  but  fortunately  it  was  again 
not  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  I 948. 

The  outstanding  public  health  event  of  I 964  was  the 
epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  in  Aberdeen  and  although  this 
had  repercussions  in  this  Borough  which  resulted  in  a con- 
siderable amount  of  extra  work  on  the  part  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors,  no  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  notified. 

In  conclusion  1 should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  the  support  1 have  received 
during  the  year,  and  the  staff  of  the  department  for  their 
loyal  co-operation  at  all  times.

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Once  again  there  was  a decrease  in  the  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  old,  a total  of  four  as  compared  with  five  in 
the  previous  year.  As  in  1963,  all  these  deaths  occurred  in 
the  infants  under  one  week,  so  that  our  neo-natal  and  early 
neo-natal  mortality  rates  are  identical  at  13.47.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  thus  compares  favourably  with  the  national 
figure  of  20.0. 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  Godai- 
ming during  1964,  the  death  rate  per  1000  of  population 
being  9.92,  which  is  still  lower  than  the  national  figure  of 
I 1.3.  This  decrease  was  reflected  in  the  number  of  deaths 
due  to  all  forms  of  cancer  and  the  number  of  deaths  due  to 
coronary  heart  disease  remained  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
year. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services 
for  the  Area. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities.  1 hese  are  provided  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Guildford.  Ail  examina- 
tions and  tests  are  carried  out  free  of  charge  to  Local 
Authorities.  1 would  like  to  thank  the  Director,  Dr.  Cook, 
for  his  never-failing  help. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities.  This  work  is  done  in  the 
Borough  by  the  Godaiming  Division  of  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society  for  the  County  Council,  using  six  full-time  drivers 
manning  two  ambulances.  The  Station  is  manned  by 
permanent  staff  from  6 a.m.  to  I 0 p.m.  Mondays  to  Fridays 
and  6 a.m.  to  2 p.m.  on  Saturdays.  At  other  times  the 
Station  is  manne  d by  voluntary  members.

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home.  There  are  two  District 
Nurses,  both  Queen’s  Nurses,  living  in  Farncombe;  one 
District  Nurse  is  normally  resident  at  Aaron’s  Hill  but  the 
position  is  vacant.  The  District  Nurses  have  a splendid 
record  of  service  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough,  and  they 
are  highly  esteemed  by  Patients  and  Doctors  alike.  Their 
work  for  1964  is  as  follows:

(d)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres.  (See  inside  back 
cover. ) 


(e)  Hospital  Provision. 

( 1 ) St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Warren  Road,  Guildford, 
offers  366  general,  six  private  and  eight  Emergency  Medical 
Service  Beds.  Accommodation  exists  for  general  medicine, 
general  surgery,  obstetrics  and  gynaecology,  paediatrics 
Including  premature  infants,  dermatology,  geriatrics  and 
radiotherapy  of  all  kinds.  Facilities  exist  for  training  for 
nurses  for  the  S.R.N.  and  Part  1 S.C.M.,  also  for  laboratory 
technicians,  radiographers  and  operating  theatre  technicians. 
The  Hospital  is  a Regional  Centre  for  Radiotherapy. 

(2)  The  Royal  Surrey  County  Hospital,  Guildford, 
offers  2 I 7 beds.  An  average  of  1 68  were  occupied  daily 
throughout  the  year.  12220  out-patients  made  41201 
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attendances,  and  in  addition  27926  patients  attended  the 
Casualty  Department.  The  Hospital  carries  a staff  or 
Specialists  in  all  branches  of  medicine  and  surgery  with  the 
exception  of  gynaecology,  paediatrics,  and  dermatology. 


(3)  Milford  Chest  Hospital,  near  Godaiming,  is  a 
special  hospital  which  has  304  beds  for  the  treatment  of  all 
forms  of  chest  disease.  It  has  a large  Thoracic  Surgical 
Unit. 

The  Hospital  also  provides  Chest  Clinic  facilities  for  the 
areas  of  Godaiming  and  Hambledon  under  the  control  of 
the  Physician  Superintendent  and  his  Staff.  Clinics  are  held 
on  the  1st  and  3rd  Fridays  and  alternate  Wednesdays  in 
each  month.  Transport  is  available  from  Milford  Railway 
Station  for  the  Friday  Clinics  only. 

Appointments  should  be  made  through  the  Medical 
Secretary  ( Godaiming  8 70 ) . 


(f)  Nursing  Homes.  There  is  only  one  Nursing  Home 
in  the  Borough,  Mount  Alvernia,  Godaiming,  registered  in 
the  name  of  the  Franciscan  Sisters,  with  accommodation  in 
19,64  for  22  Medical  patients;  most  are  elderly  long-stay 
cases. 


(g)  Women’s  Voluntary  Service.  The  Godaiming 
Branch  of  the  W.V.S.  is  very  active  in  the  care  of  approxi- 
mately 220  of  the  Borough’s  old  people;  the  local  office 
also  acts  as  a distribution  centre  for  Welfare  Foods. 

A ‘meals  on  wheels’  service  is  operated  for  five  days  a 
week  delivering  296  meals  weekly  at  a nominal  charge  of 
I /4d.  per  meal.  A Darby  and  Joan  Club  with  185  mem- 
bers and  a considerable  waiting  list  now  holds  meetings  on 
Tuesdays  and  Fridays  of  each  week  and  provides  for  vari- 
ous recreational  needs.  These  activities,  combined  with 
sick  visiting  both  in  homes  and  hospitals,  help  in  the  home 
with  bedding,  furniture  or  clothing,  advice  and  help  with 
personal  problems,  housing  difficulties  and  the  like,  give  both 
to  the  old  people  and  the  community  a very  valuable  ser- 
vice and  do  much  to  alleviate  an  ever-increasing  problem.

The  progress  with  Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  in 
the  Godaiming  area  during  the  year  ending  3 1st  December, 
I 964,  is  as  follows:

age  have  received  three  injections  or  doses  of  oral  vaccine 
in  the  Godaiming  area  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme 
and  65  persons  over  the  age  of  40,  all  the  latter  having 
been  done  in  1962.  Also  a total  of  1921  children  between 
the  ages  of  5 and  I 2 years  have  received  a fourth  injection 
or  dose  of  oral  vaccine;  in  1964  294  children  received  a 
fourth  dose  of  oral  vaccine. 


The  general  position  so  far  as  the  whole  Division  is 
concerned  is  that  70,547  children  and  adults  up  to  40  years 
of  age  received  their  third  injection  or  dose  of  oral  vaccine. 


It  is  fortunate  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  has  been 
no  Polio  in  Godaiming  since  the  two  mild  cases  in  1958, 
but  this  disease  could  re-appear  at  any  time,  and  members 
of  the  public,  if  under  40.  are  still  urged  to  ensure  that  they 
themselves  and  their  children  are  adequately  protected. 


Oral  vaccine,  on  a lump  of  sugar  for  adults  and  school 
children,  or  in  a spoonful  of  syrup  for  younger  children,  is 
the  method  now  in  use:  the  course  consists  of  three  doses, 
and  booster  doses  are  now  being  advised.

Deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  continue  to  occur  in  the 
British  Isles,  but  they  have  been  much  reduced  since  the 
introduction  of  effective  vaccines  in  1954,  in  which  year 
there  were  106,000  cases  in  England  and  Wales  with  139 
deaths,  while  in  1961  there  were  only  24,000  cases  with 
27  deaths. 

In  the  two  years  1960  and  1961  there  were  64  deaths 
from  Whooping  Cough,  of  which  60  had  never  been 
vaccinated  against  this  disease.  Immunisation  against  this 
disease  is  well  worth  while,  as  apart  from  the  actual  deaths, 
much  long  standing  chest  trouble  may  result  from  whooping 
cough,  especially  in  infancy.

The  Care  Committee  met  twice  during  1964,  and  gave 
help  in  various  ways  to  patients  living  in  the  Godaiming 
and  Farncombe  areas.  Eight  patients  were  helped  with 
grants  for  fuel  during  the  winter  months,  and  nine  received 
grants  at  Christmas.  The  Care  Committee’s  aim  is  to  assist 
in  those  ways  in  which  the  statutory  sources  are  unable  to. 
The  result  of  the  Christmas  Seal  Sale  was  quite  encouraging 
— £43  was  raised  from  these  areas.  For  the  first  time  Christ- 
mas Cards,  which  had  been  designed  by  one  patient  and 
printed  by  another  living  in  the  area,  were  sold  in  aid  of 
the  Committee  Funds.

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Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Report 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of 
the  Borough  of  Godaiming. 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Report  on  the 
work  carried  out  during  I 964.  The  total  number  of  inspec- 
tions and  visits  shows  a decrease  over  last  year  due  entirely 
to  staff  changes  and  the  inevitable  time  lag  between  resigna- 
tions and  new  appointments;  however,  by  mid-year  the  staff 
was  back  at  full  strength  and  reinforced  by  an  additional 
Clerical  Assistant. 

A re-survey  of  food  premises  was  completed  during  the 
year  and  the  up  to  date  information  available  was  extremely 
useful  when,  as  a matter  of  urgency,  it  became  necessary  to 
visit  all  food  premises  in  the  Borough  as  quickly  as  possible 
to  withdraw  from  sale  stocks  of  certain  corned  beef  asso- 
ciated with  the  typhoid  outbreak  in  Aberdeen.  All  premises 
were  in  fact  visited  within  36  hours  and  5 10  lbs.  of  corned 
beef  withdrawn  from  sale.  Advantage  was  taken  of  the 
food  hygiene  publicity  arising  from  the  outbreak  to  further 
the  impact  locally  by  means  of  publicity  material  and  lec- 
tures to  food  handlers  coupled  with  advisory  and  educa- 
tional visits  to  premises. 

During  the  enjoyable  and  continuous  period  of  warm 
summer  weather  the  condition  of  the  Refuse  Tip  gave  cause 
for  concern;  only  by  the  continued  use  of  the  “Swingfog” 
disinfestation  equipment  was  a heavy  Infestation  of  crickets 
brought  and  maintained  under  control. 

Every  year  new  legislation  affecting  Public  Health  is 
being  enacted;  no  sooner  had  the  full  implications  of  the 
Offices,  Shops,  etc..  Act,  1963,  been  felt  than  the  Housing 
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Act  1964  made  its  appearance  giving  Local  Authorities 
compulsory,  if  complicated,  powers  to  require  improve- 
ments to  dwellings. 

In  spite  of  continued  progress  housing  continues  to  pre- 
sent many  problems.  During  the  past  ten  years  over  1 22 
obsolete  decayed  houses  have  been  dealt  with  in  various 
ways  under  the  Housing  Acts.  With  many  small  low  rated 
cottages  in  the  area  much  remains  to  be  done.  The  unfit 
cottages  not  worth3^  of  repair  will  have  to  be  demolished 
and  those  soundly  constructed  repaired  and  improved  if  they 
are  to  be  retained  for  a further  period  of  useful  life.

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WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Public  and  Private  Supplies. 

The  Guildford,  Godaiming  and  District  Water  Board 
supplies  water  to  the  whole  of  the  Borough  area. 

Approximately  half  the  water  for  that  part  of  Godai- 
ming formerly  supplied  by  the  sources  at  Borough  Road 
having  a high  iron  content,  is  now  supplied  from  the  Guild- 
ford sources  at  Dapdune  and  Joseph’s  Road;  a 1 2in. 
diameter  trunk  main  from  Guildford  to  Godaiming  having 
been  completed  during  1962;  the  remainder  of  this  area 
is  supplied  from  the  existing  iron-free  sources  at  Borough 
Road.  The  chemical  pollution  at  Borough  Road  is  no  longer 
of  Importance  since  the  particular  sources  affected  are  now 
disused. 

The  area  formerly  supplied  from  the  Ockford  Road 
Pumping  Station  now  receives  water  from  the  new  source 
works  at  Witley. 

No  new  sources  have  been  developed  during  I 964  but 
a number  of  minor  extensions  have  been  made  during  the 
year  for  small  developments. 

All  supplies  to  the  Borough  area  are  of  top  quality 
both  bacteriologically  and  chemically  as  shown  by  frequent 
samples  from  sources  and  distribution  points  in  the  Borough 
and  Board  area.  All  supplies  are  chlorinated  to  ensure  a 
safe  supply. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  contamination  during  the 
year  but  taste  complaints,  mostly  in  the  Guildford  area,  have 
been  received  caused  by  Dapdune  water;  some  of  this  water 
is  directed  into  the  Godaiming  supply.  A scheme  has  been 
commenced  of  part  super-chlorination  and  dechlorination 
which  has  proved  most  successful.  The  number  of  dwelling 
houses  supplied  is  53  75  approximately  and  the  population 
supplied  is  I 7,590  approximately.  All  premises  have  a 
piped  supply. 

There  are  two  private  wells  in  the  Borough  still  in  use; 
one  supplies  a proportion  of  large  school  premises,  the  other 
a factory  and  a number  of  cottages.  The  installation  of 
chlorinating  plants  on  both  these  private  systems 
ensures  a safe  supply. 


now 
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Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  a number  of  small  private  pools  in  the  area. 
Two  of  the  largest  of  these,  although  privately  owned,  are 
used  by  members  of  the  public,  schools  and  other  bodies. 

One  is  an  open  air  pool  of  30,000  gallons  to  which  the 
public  are  admitted;  it  is  operated  on  the  fill  and  empty 
system  with  a continuous  filtration  plant  and  manual 
chlorination.  The  water  was  maintained  in  good  condition 
throughout  the  period  of  use. 

The  second  pool  is  an  indoor  pool  of  86,000  gallons, 
situated  on  private  school  premises.  It  is  used  by  arrange- 
ment by  various  Schools  in  the  area;  supplied  by  its  own 
well,  the  water  is  pre-heated,  chlorinated  and  aerated  and 
maintains  a very  high  standard  of  purity. 

A total  of  I 4 samples  were  taken  from  the  two  swim- 
ming pools,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Drainage  cind  Sewage  Disposal. 

Drainage.  There  were  223  inspections  and  tests  to 
existing  drainage  systems  during  the  year  at  all  types  of 
premises.  Defective  or  unsatisfactory  conditions  found 
were  remedied  by  informal  action.  A number  of  choked 
drains  and  sewers  were  cleared  by  the  Department. 

Sewage  Disposal.  For  some  years,  mainly  as  a result 
of  informal  action,  there  has  been  a steady  reduction  in  the 
number  of  premises  without  a water  carriage  system  of 
drainage  and  now  only  three  premises  have  pail  closets  (one 
factory  and  two  cottages).  Work  on  a scheme  for  a septic 
tank  installation  at  one  of  the  cottages  is  In  progress  and 
will  be  completed  in  1965. 

There  are  32  other  premises  not  connected  to  the  main 
drainage  system  and  in  each  case  the  premises  are  connected 
to  a Septic  Tank  system.  In  these  premises  connection  to 
main  drainage  is  either  un-economical  by  reason  of  distance 
or  impracticable  due  to  levels,  etc.  Most  of  these  septic 
tank  systems,  27  in  all,  have  been  modified  and  adapted  to 
operate  with  reasonable  efficiency  provided  they  are  pro- 
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perly  maintained  and  serviced.  Secondary  treatment  and 
ultimate  disposal  of  effluent  is  by  means  of  sub-surface 
irrigation  in  every  case;  the  porous,  sandy  sub-soil  preva- 
lent in  the  area  being  particularly  suitable  for  the  purpose. 
These  systems  are  inspected  periodically  and  advice  given 
as  to  maintenance  and  other  necessary  works. 

Temporary  sanitary  accommodation  for  building  sites, 
engineering  works,  etc.,  is  provided  by  means  of  chemical 
or  earth  closets  and  latrines,  and  in  one  case  by  construc- 
tion of  temporary  water  closets. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  main- 
tained to  all  premises  in  the  Borough  by  means  of  three 
I 84  cubic  yard  Dual  Tip  Karrier  Refuse  Collection  Vehicles. 
Refuse  is  disposed  o f by  means  of  controlled  tipping  on  low 
lying  land  in  the  Broadwater  area. 

At  present  domestic  and  trade  refuse  is  stored  in  standard 
refuse  bins  but  during  the  year  the  Council  resolved  to  under- 
take a pilot  scheme  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse  by 
paper  sacks.  The  total  number  of  houses  proposed  to  be 
included  in  this  scheme  is  234,  consisting  of  101  Council 
houses  and  I 33  privately  owned  houses. 

A mechanical  street  sweeping  machine  and  a mechanical 
footpath  sweeper  to  replace  manual  sweepers  have  both 
proved  most  successful. 

Control  of  vermin  and  insect  pests  is  maintained  on  the 
refuse  tip  by  regular  inspection  and  treatment  by  the  Coun- 
cil’s Pest  Officer.  During  the  long  period  of  warm  weather 
local  treatment  of  an  infestation  of  Crickets  on  the  refuse 
tip  failed  and  large-scale  treatment  became  necessary;  the 
use  of  mechanical  plant  and  fogging  machines  using  a Kero- 
sine  based  D.D.T.  Insecticide  brought  the  infestation  under 
control  and  regular  treatment  maintained  control. 

Standard  refuse  bins  are  required  at  ail  premises  under 
Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Eleven  informal 
notices  have  been  served  on  Owner /Occupiers  and  Occu- 
piers to  renew  defective  bins  and  in  each  case  the  required 
standard  bin  was  installed. 
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SHOPS  ACT.  1950. 

The  provisions  of  this  Act  were  generally  well  complied 
with  by  shopkeepers  during  the  year  and  very  little  action 
was  required. 

The  Increasing  use  of  prepacked  and  frozen  foods,  the 
advent  of  supermarkets,  home  refrigeration,  etc.,  are  all 
having  some  effect  on  the  habits  of  the  shopping  public, 
the  consequence  of  this,  increases  the  complexity  and  diffi- 
culty of  enforcing  this  contentious  legislation. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES 

ACT,  1963. 

Section  60(1)  of  the  Act  requires  Local  Authorities  to 
submit  an  Annual  Report  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  on  their 
proceedings  under  the  Act.  Section  60(2)  requir^  Local 
Authorities  to  keep  a copy  of  their  report  at  their  offices  for 
Inspection  by  the  public  at  all  reasonable  hours  free  of 
c}ia.Tg0,  and  also  to  make  it  available  for  sale  at  a reasonable 
charge. 

An  Annual  Report  has  been  completed  on  the  Statutory 
Form  OSR  1 4 and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour.  The 
relevant  details  are  given  in  the  Tables  set  out  below:

In  Godaiming  it  is  estimated  that  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  will  apply  to  approximately  400  premises:  there  are 
12  1 premises  on  the  Register  of  Factories  and  these  will  be 
dealt  with  in  the  main  by  the  Factory  Inspector,  leaving 
approximately  300  premises  for  survey  and  detailed  inspec- 
tion by  the  Council’s  Inspectors. 

Inspections  commenced  in  the  Autumn  on  a planned 
basis,  aiming  at  I 00  premises  per  full  year,  with  completion 
within  three  years,  priority  being  given  to  premises  where 
conditions  are  thought  to  be  poor. 

PI  ans  submitted  for  the  construction  of  new  offices  and 
shops  and  for  alterations  to  existing  premises,  subject  to  the

provisions  of  the  Act,  are  inspected  jointly  with  the  Build- 
ing and  Planning  staff  of  the  Borough  Surveyor’s  Depart- 
ment; a close  laison  also  exists  with  the  Fire  Prevention 
Department  of  the  Fire  Authority. 

Both  these  arrangements  are  working  very  well  and  pro- 
vide opportunity  for  advice  and  information  to  be  given  in 
the  early  stages  of  proposals  for  new  works  or  alterations 
to  offices  and  shops. 


PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928. 

During  the  year  4 1 persons  held  Licences  to  keep  Petro- 
leum Spirit  ranging  from  small  Can  Stores  of  20  gallons  to 
Petrol  Filling  Stations  with  10,000  gallons  capacity. 

One  licence  for  a Can  Store  was  not  renewed  and  one 
small  underground  tank  was  taken  out  of  use  during  the 
year.  Four  new  underground  storage  tanks  were  installed 
and  licensed  during  the  year;  three  new  can  stores  and  one 
underground  storage  tank  installation  were  approved  and 
licensed.  One  modernisation  scheme  for  a petrol  filling 
station  was  commenced  during  the  year  and  a second 
scheme  to  replace  underground  tanks  sited  within  a work- 
shop had  been  approved  and  work  would  commence  in 

1965. 

Problems  still  remain  at  a number  of  sites  where  the 
installations  are  well  over  30  years  old  and  do  not  comply 
with  accepted  standards. 

All  electrical  equipment  associated  with  Petrol  Service 
Pumps  was  inspected  by  an  approved  Electrical  Contractor 
and  certificates  furnished  in  respect  of  each  pump  to  show 
that  the  Model  Code  Electrical  Conditions  were  complied 
with. 

The  Flome  Office  Model  Code  of  Principles  of  Con- 
struction and  Licensing  Conditions  was  adopted  by  the 
Council  in  1958.  All  Installations  are  Inspected  periodically, 
the  larger  ones  in  company  with  a Fire  Prevention  Officer 
of  the  Surrey  Fire  Brigade  whose  advice  and  suggestions 
in  relation  to  fire-fighting  equipment,  hazardous  conditions, 
etc.,  has  proved  most  helpful. 
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INSECT  PESTS. 

1 he  Pest  Officer  dealt  with  54  infestations  of  various 
pests  (other  than  rats  or  mice)  during  1964,  as  follows:

With  the  exception  of  treatment  for  Moles  (charged  at 
an  inclusive  rate  of  12/-  per  hour)  this  pest  destruction 
service  is  operated  as  a free  service  to  private  houses;  busi- 
ness premises  are  charged  on  a ‘time  and  materials’  basis, 
plus  establishment  charges,  or  by  means  of  a contract.  All 
these  pests  were  successfully  dealt  with  by  the  use  of  various 
insecticides  and  the  service  has  been  very  much  appreciated 
by  the  public. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

1 here  are  no  offensive  trades  carried  on  within  the 
Borough. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

The  scheme  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  in  the 
Borough  continues  to  function  very  successfully  and 
economically. 

One  part-time  Pest  Officer  is  employed.  A free  service 
is  given  to  infested  private  premises;  business  premises  are 
charged  at  the  inclusive  rate  of  12/-  per  hour,  or  alterna- 
tively are  offered  a Contract  service  giving  monthly 
Inspections  as  a minimum  and  carrying  out  all  treatment  as 
and  when  required.  In  the  year  under  review  30  Contracts 
produced  a sum  o f £196. 

The  general  public  and  local  traders  readily  co-operate 
In  reporting  Infestations  in  the  early  stages  thereby  con- 
siderably reducing  the  amount  of  work  required  and 
making  control  much  easier.  Co-operation  was  also  evident 
In  effecting  essential  works  of  rat-proofing,  removal  of  har- 
bourage, etc.,  and  no  formal  action  was  necessary.  Most 
infestations  were  of  a minor  character  and  the  use  of 
‘Warfarin’  gave  excellent  results.

Seven  families  require  re-housing  to  complete  the 
present  programme, 
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During  the  year  1 2 houses  in  a Clearance  area  were 
purchased  under  a Compulsor3^  Purchase  Order,  the 
tenants  re-housed  and  the  properties  demolished  to  make 
way  for  re-development  of  the  site  for  Council  Houses. 
There  remain  seven  premises  still  to  be  dealt  with  to  com- 
plete the  1955/60  Slum  Clearance  Programme;  in  five 
cases  preparatory  action  has  already  been  taken  and  the 
occupants  await  re-housing  by  the  Council  and  in  two  cases 
where  the  premises  are  owner-occupied  action  has  been 
deferred. 

During  the  year  one  house  was  demolished  and  the  site 
re-developed  following  informal  action.  Two  houses  were 
closed  as  a result  of  informal  action  and  in  both  these  cases 
the  premises  have  ceased  to  be  used  for  human  habitation 
and  are  being  used  for  storage  purposes  only. 

A further  50  houses  are  in  such  condition  as  to  justify 
formal  inspection  with  a view  to  considering  them  for  inclu- 
sion in  a further  Slum  Clearance  Programme.  In  advance 
of  the  preparation  of  a programme  to  deal  with  these  houses, 
action  has  already  been  taken  in  respect  of  thirteen  houses; 
five  of  these  have  been  purchased  by  the  Council  for  demo- 
lition, three  have  been  demolished  by  informal  agreement 
and  five  represented  for  a small  Clearance  Area.

Improvement  grants  are  intended  to  help  owners  of  old 
houses  still  having  useful  life  to  bring  them  up  to  date  by  the 
installation  of  modern  amenities  and  so  produce  convenient 
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and  comfortable  homes.  The  grants  are  also  available  for 
converting  large  houses  into  two  or  more  flats  or  houses,  or 
for  making  living  accommodation  out  of  buildings  originally 
built  for  other  purposes  such  as  stables,  coach-houses  and 
barns 

There  are  two  kinds  of  grants:  Standard  grants  and 
Discretionary  grants. 

Standard  grants  are  available  towards  the  cost  of 
improving  a house  which  lacks  certain  standard  amenities, 
i.e.  a fixed  bath  or  shower,  a wash-hand  basin,  a hot  and 
cold  water  supply  to  bath,  wash-hand  basin  and  sink,  an 
internal  water  closet,  a satisfactory  food  store.  These  grants 
are  specially  intended  to  help  to  modernise  houses  which 
can  be  equipped  with  these  five  basic  amenities  without  the 
necessity  for  structural  additions  involving  large  new  build- 
ing work.  Standard  Grants  are  a form  of  grant  which  can, 
in  certain  circumstances,  be  claimed  as  a right;  the  grant 
cannot  be  refused  provided  certain  conditions  are  satisfied. 
Even  if  a house  has  one  or  more  of  the  five  amenities  grant 
can  be  paid  to  provide  the  remainder;  there  are  few  restric- 
tions and  in  some  cases  it  is  possible  for  the  Council  or  a 
Building  Society  to  help  with  a generous  loan  towards  that 
part  of  the  cost  to  be  borne  by  the  owner. 

Discretionary  Grants  are  available  for  a wide  range  of 
more  extensive  forms  of  improvements,  including  the  con- 
version or  adaptation  of  larger  houses  and  other  buildings. 
The  Discretionary  Grants,  as  the  name  implies,  are  given  at 
the  complete  discretion  of  the  Council;  if  the  Council  do 
not  like  the  proposed  scheme  it  can  be  turned  down.  If  the 
scheme  meets  the  Council’s  requirements  the  grant  can  be 
as  much  as  £400  for  each  dwelling  produced — £500  if  flats 
are  produced  by  the  conversion  of  a house  of  three  or  more 
stories. 

The  Council  own  over  400  houses  without  the  five  basic 
amenities,  although  a proportion  of  this  number  have  some 
of  the  amenities.  The  Council  have  undertaken  to  install 
the  five  amenities  in  all  these  houses  as  quickly  as  possible. 
During  1964  work  commenced  and  by  the  end  of  the  year, 
works  to  46  houses  had  been  completed  and  contracts  for 
works  to  Improve  a further  142  houses  would  ensure  that 
all  the  Council  houses  on  the  Ockford  Ridge  Estate  would 
have  the  five  basic  amenities  within  a short  time,  probably 
by  the  end  of  1965;  efforts  could  then  be  concentrated  on 
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the  remaining  half  of  the  programme  comprising  houses  in 
the  Farncombe  area. 

Landlords  and  owner  occupiers  have  been  encouraged 
to  take  advantage  of  the  generous  financial  aid  available 
through  both  these  schemes  and  to  date  4 I 9 applications 
have  been  dealt  with.  Intending  applicants  are  advised  to 
discuss  their  proposals  in  outline  at  an  early  stage  so  that 
the  project  may  meet  the  Council’s  usual  requirements  and 
a submitted  application  can  be  dealt  with  in  the  shortest 
possible  time. 

Under  the  Housing  Act  I 964  the  Council  now  have  com- 
pulsory powers  to  require  owners  in  certain  circumstances 
to  improve  their  houses.  No  scheme  has  yet  been  initiated; 
work  is  still  proceeding  on  a voluntary  basis  following  a 
house  to  house  inspection  of  232  houses  surveyed  during 
the  previous  year,  as  a result  of  which  22  houses  were 
Improved  with  the  aid  of  standard  or  discretionary  grants. 

Inspection  and  Repair. 

During  the  year  a total  of  49  houses  were  repaired  and 
made  fit  as  a result  of  informal  or  formal  procedure  under 
the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts  resulting  from  inspec- 
tions made  following  complaints  by  tenants  or  surveys  and 
inspections  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  other  work. 

One  application  for  a Certificate  of  Disrepair  under  the 
Rent  Act,  1957,  was  received;  following  service  by  the 
Council  of  a Notice  to  the  landlord  of  a proposal  to  issue  a 
Certificate  of  Disrepair  the  landlord  gave  an  undertaking  to 
remedy  the  defects  within  the  statutory  period. 

1 he  number  of  complaints  from  tenants  of  privately 
owned  houses  is  very  low  indeed,  although  much  of  the  older 
cottage  property  falls  below  the  accepted  standard.  Increas- 
ing owner  occupancy  of  houses  accounts  in  some  part  for 
the  decrease  and  fortunately  most  of  these  owner  occupiers 
proceed  to  improve  their  houses,  often  with  grant  aid, 
whereby  not  only  is  an  improved  house  obtained,  but  one 
which  is  made  fit  also. 

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation. 

During  the  year  a further  six  houses  have  been  Inspected 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1961,  and 
Informal  Notices  served  requiring  various  works  and  repairs, 
the  provision  of  additional  services  and  facilities  and  works 
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to  provide  proper  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  etc.  One 
house,  vacated  as  a result  of  making  a Closing  Order  under 
the  Housing  Act,  195  7,  and  formerly  let  in  three  unsatis- 
factory units  of  accommodation,  had  been  vacated  and  re- 
divided and  converted  into  two  modern  self-contained  flats. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  Supplies 
and  Food  Premises. 

Food  Inspection  and  Sampling. 

Milk.  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations, 
1963,  came  into  operation  between  the  1st  June  and  1st 
October,  1964;  the  Regulations  re-enacted,  with  amend- 
ments, the  Regulations  of  1 960.  One  of  the  principal  changes 
brought  about  by  the  Regulations  is  the  abolition  of  the 
designation  Tuberculin  Tested  and  replacement  by  the 
new  designation  for  raw  milk  “Untreated”.  All  milk  sold 
must  now  be  of  special  designation,  i.e.  Untreated,  Pasteur- 
ised or  Sterilised. 

The  Surrey  County  Council  have  issued  1 4 Dealers 
Licences  for  the  sale  of  milk  in  the  Borough  under  the  vari- 
ous special  designations.  By  mutual  agreement  the  Borough 
Council  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  carry  out  all  inspec- 
tion and  sampling,  including  sampling  from  distributors  to 
ensure  compliance  with  the  Regulations. 

During  the  year  60  samples  of  milk  were  taken,  and 
submitted  for  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital.  Guildford.  The  Laboratory 
provides  a free  service  for  bacteriological  and  biological 
examinations  for  Local  Authorities  and  is  directed  by  the 
Medical  Research  Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Details  of  the  samples  taken  during  1 964  are  as  follows: 

Tuberculin  Tested  (Untreated)  Milk:  15  samples — 
1 unsa  tisfactory:  1 4 satisfactory. 

Pasteurised  Milk:  9 samples  all  satisfactory. 

Tuberculin  Tested  (Pasteurised)  Milk:  27  samples — 
1 void;  26  satisfactory. 

Sterilised  Milk:  9 samples  all  satisfactory. 

Six  of  the  Tuberculin  Tested  (Untreated)  Milk  samples 
were  also  submitted  to  a biological  examination  and  no  evi- 
dence of  tubercle  bacilli  was  found. 
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Ice  Cream. 

No  ice  cream  is  manufactured  in  the  Borough.  During 
the  year  1 8 samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for  bac- 
teriological examination  at  the  Guildford  Public  Health 
Laboratory  and  results  were  as  follows: 

1 7 placed  in  Grade  1 (satisfactory). 

I placed  in  Grade  2 (satisfactory). 

A number  of  mobile  traders  operating  in  the  area  have 
been  preparing  and  retailing  soft  ice-cream  which  has 
become  a very  popular  product  with  the  public;  this  trade 
requires  inspection  and  supervision  to  ensure  compliance 
with  the  Regulations. 

There  are  69  premises  in  the  Borough  registered  for  the 
storage  or  sale  of  ice  cream  and  during  the  year  one  new 
registration  was  granted.  Premises  must  comply  with  the 
Acts  and  Regulations  governing  the  sale  of  food  and  ice 
cream,  and  inspections  and  visits  were  made  to  ensure  satis- 
factory conditions  existed;  no  formal  action  was  required. 

Meat  Inspection. 

No  slaughterhouses  are  in  use  in  the  Borough;  all 
slaughtering  within  the  area  ceased  in  1939  and  build- 
ings formerly  used  for  this  purpose  are  vacant  or  used  for 
other  purposes. 

The  Council  are  satisfied  that  local  slaughtering  needs 
are  met  adequately  by  the  facilities  offered  by  Guildford 
Corporation  at  the  modern  Abattoir  constructed  in  1952. 

Local  supplies  are  obtained  from  wholesale  warehouses, 
etc.,  and  the  quality  of  meat  and  meat  products  continue  to 
be  very  good.  The  amount  of  meat  and  offal  found  unfit 
for  human  consumption  is  a very  small  proportion  of  the 
total  quantity  consumed  in  the  area. 

Since  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations,  1963,  the  services  of  the  Godaiming  Public 
Health  Inspectors  are  by  mutual  arrangement  made  avail- 
able for  relief  meat  inspection  work  at  a private  slaughter- 
house in  the  area  of  an  adjoining  local  authority.  The 
arrangement  ensures  adequate  coverage  for  holidays,  sick- 
ness of  staff  or  other  emergency  in  order  to  maintain  the 
100%  meat  inspection  required  under  the  Regulations.  The 
arrangement  provides  for  reimbursement  of  expenses 
incurred  and  it  has  worked  well  throughout  the  course  of 
the  year. 
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Fish. 

There  are  six  fish  shops  in  the  Borough,  two  of  these 
being  Fried  Fish  Shops.  All  shops  have  closed  fronts  and 
the  premises  are  generally  well  maintained. 


Food  Inspection. 

Consignments  of  foodstuffs  suspected  of  being  unfit  for 
human  consumption  are  normally  inspected  on  request  at 
wholesale  warehouses,  depots  and  shops  and  a detailed  list 
of  the  goods  voluntarily  surrendered  is  given  below;  little 
difficulty  has  been  experienced.  All  unfit  foodstuffs  are 
taken  to  the  Council’s  refuse  tip  at  Broadwater  for  disposal. 


During  the  year  I 5 complaints  were  received  from  mem- 
bers of  the  public  relating  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition 
of  various  foodstuffs  purchased  from  premises  in  the 
Borough.  Two  complaints  alleged  unfitness,  eight  com- 
plaints the  presence  of  foreign  matter  in  the  food,  four  com- 
plaints of  the  growth  of  mould  and  one  complaint  of  a dirty 
container.  Each  complaint  was  thoroughly  investigated 
and  dealt  with  by  informal  action;  steps  being  taken  and 
advice  given  to  prevent  recurrences,  coupled  with  warnings 
that  second  offences  would  result  in  legal  proceedings  being 
taken.

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Supervision  of  Food  Premises. 

General. 

Again  during  the  year  a re-survey  and  inspection  of  all 
food  premises  in  the  Borough  used  for  the  manufacture, 
storage,  preparation,  handling,  distribution  and  sale  of  food 
for  human  consumption  was  carried  out.  Contraventions  of 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1960  were  dealt  with  infor- 
mally except  in  one  case  where  the  institution  of  proceedings 
was  considered  on  failure  to  comply  with  informal  notices  re- 
quiring a variety  of  necessary  works  under  the  Regulations; 
works  were  subsequently  put  in  hand.  It  has  been  found 
over  the  years  that  good  results  have  been  achieved  by 
advice  and  persuasion  and  generally  the  premises  in  the  area 
compare  favourably  with  current  standards  elsewhere;  there 
is,  however,  always  room  for  improvement.  With  this  in 
mind,  and  to  further  the  educational  side  of  the  work, 
advantage  was  taken  of  the  national  publicity  Food  Hygiene 
received  during  the  Aberdeen  Typhoid  outbreak,  to  further 
local  publicity  to  traders  and  staff  by  lectures,  informal  talks 
and  poster  displays  from  the  excellent  material  supplied  by 
the  Public  Relations  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Attention  is  continually  directed  towards  measures  to  pre- 
vent the  contamination  of  foodstuffs  to  provide  improved 
washing  facilities  and  to  encourage  and  educate  the  staff  to 
use  the  facilities  provided. 

Restaurants,  Cafes,  School  and  Factory  Canteens. 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  to  all  premises 
classed  under  this  heading  to  secure  compliance  with  the 
Regulations  of  1 960  and  in  an  endeavour  to  maintain  a 
good  standard  of  hygiene  in  these  premises  where  so  many 
daily  meals  are  handled,  served  and  eaten.  Staff  and 
managements  have  been  co-operative  and  various  cleansing, 
re-decoration  and  improvement  works  have  been  carried 
out  on  the  advice  and  recommendation  of  the  Department. 

Bakeries  and  Cake  Shops. 

One  old  bakery  closed  during  the  year  and  there  are 
now  only  five  left  in  the  district,  one  of  these  being  a very 
small  bakery  specialising  in  cakes  and  sugar  confectionery. 
1 here  are  no  underground  bakeries. 

There  are  twelve  premises  used  primarily  for  the  sale 
of  bread,  cakes  and  sugar  confectionery.  Works  to  all  these 
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premises  were  carried  out  as  a result  of  informal  notices  to 
remedy  contraventions  of  the  Regulations  found  upon 
routine  inspections. 

Grocers,  Greengrocers,  etc. 

There  are  fifty  such  premises  at  present  in  use. 
Inspections  and  advisory  visits  are  made  to  promote  clean- 
liness, to  prevent  forms  of  contamination  and  ensure  that 
adequate  washing  facilities  and  hot  water  supplies  are 
readily  available  for  all  persons  employed.  Foodstuffs 
inspected  and  found  unfit  for  human  consumption  are  listed 
elsewhere  in  this  Report. 

Manufacturing  Premises. 

Fifteen  of  the  sixteen  Butchers'  Shops  in  the  town  are 
registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for 
the  preparation  and  manufacture  of  sausages.  Twenty-one 
other  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture,  preserva- 
tion and  processing  of  food,  including  smoking  bacon,  cook- 
ing hams,  etc.  All  premises  are  inspected  to  ensure  the 
various  Regulations  regarding  Food  Hygiene,  Meat  Hand- 
ling, etc.,  are  complied  with  and  for  the  inspection  of  meat 
and  meat  products.  The  premises  have  been  very  well 
maintained  during  the  year  and  no  difficulties  have  been 
experienced. 

Licensed  Premises. 

There  are  23  licensed  premises  in  the  Borough  other 
than  clubs,  and  during  the  year  a number  of  notices  were 
served  requiring  various  works  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  and  also  works  under  Section  89  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  to  improve  sanitary  accommodation  pro- 
vided for  persons  frequenting  the  premises.  All  premises 
have  adequate  facilities  for  cleansing  glasses,  etc.,  and  have 
a constant  supply  of  hot  water  to  sinks. 

Adulteration  and  Chemical  and  Bacteriological 
Examination  of  Food. 

The  Surrey  County  Council  administers  those  provisions 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  within  the  Borough  dealing 
with  the  sampling  and  analysis  of  articles  of  food,  etc.,  for 
the  detection  of  adulterations  etc. 
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The  County  Medical  Officer  reports  that  the  following 
samples  were  taken  in  the  Borough  and  analysed  during
